ORDER 

New Delhi, the 13th June, 1995 

S.O. 517(E).—^Whereas having regard to the fac¬ 
tors speciflfed in subparagraph (2) of paragraph 20 
of the Milk and Milk Product Order, 1992, I am 
satisfied that in order to maintain and increase the 
supply of liquid milk in the State of Madhya Pradesh 
it is necessary fo do so. 

Now, therefore, in exercise, of the powers confeir- 
cd by sub-para^aph (1) of para^aph 20, read with 
paragraph 27, of the Milk and Milk Product Order. 
1992, I hereby make the following Order, namely :— 

1. Short Title, extent and commencement; 

(i) This Order may be called the Madhya Pra¬ 
desh (Milk and MiUc Product) Control 
Order, 1995. 

(ii) It extends to the whole of the States of 
Madhya Pradesh. 

(iii) It shall come into force on the date of its 
publication in the Official Gazette and shall 
cease to operate at the end of 15!h day of 
August, 1995. 

Provided that the expiry of this Order shall not 
affect the operation thereof in respect of things done 
Or omitted to be done before such cessation of opera¬ 
tion. 

2, Definition : 

fn this order, unless the context otherwise requires, 

(a) “Controlling Officer” means the Registering 
Authority appointed under para 13 of the 
Milk and Milk Product Order 1992. 

(b) “Export” means to take or cause to be 
taken, by any means whatsoever, out of 
the state of Madhya Pradesh. 

(c) “MUk” means milk of cow, bufallo, sheep, 
goat or a mixture thereof, eifficr raw or pro¬ 
cessed in any manner and includes pasteuris¬ 
ed, sterilised, recombined, flavoured, acidi¬ 
fied, skimmed, toned, double toned, stan¬ 
dardised or full cream milk; 

(d) “Milk Prcwfuct” means :— 

(i) Whole Milk Powder; 

(il) Skimmed Milk Powder; 


(iii) Infant Milk Food; 

(iv) Condensed Milk (Sweetened and Un¬ 
sweetened) : 

(v) Cottage Cheese (Panecr) 

(vi) Desi Ghee, Butter, Butter Oil (by whaL 
ever name called). 

((vii) Khoya and Rubrcc, 

(viii) Sweets made by use of milk or derivatives 
of milk . 

(ix) Casein. 

3. Prohibition on conversion of milk into Milk pro¬ 
duct and sale, service or supply of milk 
products and ban on the Export of Milk. 

(a) No person shall use milk for the manufac¬ 
ture of any milk product. 

(b) No person shall export or cause to be ex¬ 
ported milk and I or any milk product (out 
of the state of Madhya Pradesh). 

(c) No pe'rson shall sell, serve or supply or 
cause to be sold, served or supplied or pro¬ 
pose for sale, service or supply khoya, 
panecr and sweets made by the use of milk 
or derivatives of milk . 

Provided that nothing in this clause shall apply to 
the use of milk : 

(i) for the manufacture, sale, service or supply 
of ice-cream, kulfi or any other article, in 
the preparation of which no khoya andjor 
hibree is used; 

fiii for the manufacture, sale, service or supply 
of such milk product and export of milk 
for the needs of the Defence Forces, the 
Delhi Milk Scheme, the Mother Dairy, New 
Delhi and the Registered Cooperative 
Societies I Unions [Government Dairy Plftnts 
for maintaining liquid milk supply; 

(iii) for the manufacture, sale, service or export 
of khoya and|or rubree or any other milk 
product on such occasions and subject to 
such terms and conditions as the Controll¬ 
ing Officer may, by order, specify; 

(^iv) for production of Skimmed Milk Powde'r, 
Whole Milk Powder, and Infant Milk Food 
to the level of 50 per cent of actual aver¬ 
age of dairy production during the period 
1—31 May, 1995 and White Butter as a 
by-product in the process of manufacture of 
these milk products, for recombination into 
liquid milk. 

4. Power of entry, search, seizure etc. : 

(i) The Controlling Officer or any Magistrate or 
any Police Officer not below the rank of 
Assistant Sub-Inspector or any Officer of 
the Food and Supplies Department not be¬ 
low the rank of Asstt. Inspector or any 
Revenue Officer not below the rank of a 
Naib Tchsildar of the Government Madhya 
Pradesh specially authorised by the Com¬ 
missioner, Food, Supplies and Consumfit 
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Atfairs of the Govcrnmejn o1 Madhya Pra¬ 
desh or any other Officer niUlioriscd in this 
bchaff by the Controlling Officer may, wifh 
a view to securing compliance with this 
order or to satisfy himself that this order is 
being complied with, 

(a) stop and search any peison or any boat, 
motor or other vehicle vjr any receptacle 
or machinery used or intended to be used 
for export of milk or for manufacture of 
any milk product; 

(b) require any person !o j^ive any informa¬ 
tion and to produce bocTs or account or 
o‘her documents showing transaction re¬ 
lating to milk of milk i>roduct and seize 
any such books of account or documents 
which in his opinion would be relevant to 
any proceedings under tliis order; 

(c) seize any milk or milk product in any 
place or premises toge h-T with packages, 

coverings, receptacles or machinery in 
which milk or milk product is found or 
with which such milk product is manu¬ 


factured, or the animals, vehicles, 
vessels, boats or other comeya.ices used 
in carrying milk or milk producr and 
Ihcjeaflcr take till measures necessary 
through a “superdar" or otherwise for 
securing 'he produedon of ihe packages., 
coverings, receptacles or niacliiacry so 
seized in court and for their sate custody 
pending such production. 

(ii) The provisions of section 100 of the Code 
of Criminal Procedure, 1973 (2 of 1974) 
relating to search and seizure, as far as may 
be, apply to search and seizure under this 
clause. 

Power of Controlling Officer ; 

The Controlling Officer may pass such interim 
order as he considers necessary regarding uiilization 
of milk or nrilk product seized to maintain the supply 
of milk in the state of Madhya Pradesh, t
